have reckoned only in meeting op- 
position from brigaads. but resist- 
ance from regular armed troops of 
the Mexican army, put the American 
military leadera immediately under 
the necessity of preparing for seri- 
ous difficulties.

upon the

course of the Carranza faction. 
It 


caa be stated that within a few hours 
after the Parral flgbt. the new dis- 
position of American troops was 
partly completed, aad 
within two 


days Its most Important features had 
been entirely carried out. 


On April 12. about noon. Major 


Frank Tompklns of the Thirteenth 
cavalry who chased the band across 
the International line at Columbus 
N. M.. went into Parral with only a 
small portion of his force, which to- 
talled about 15 men Including a pack 
train outfit He had troops M. and 
K., of the Thirteenth. 


Major Tompklns had taken the 


precaution the night before, to send 
•word by a messenger to the presi- 
dent of Parral. Luis Herrera. that 
he would call upon him next day to 
arrange for buying provisions and to 
have the Parral military 
officials 


designate some camping place 
for 


the Americana outside of Parral in 
accordance with the agreement 
by 


which the American troops are not 
to occupy Mexican cities. 
Major 


Tompklns left most of his men out- 
side of Parral, but took his advance 
guard into the city during his call. 
The presence of this guard was both 
a military precaution 
considered 


necessary in a country credited witn 
being strongly Villa inclined in senti- 
ment aad also was the usual formal 
escort aocompaying commanding of- 
ficers when, according to 
Mexican 


customs, they pay official visits. 
( The presldente said he had not re. 
eelved the message which 
Major 


Tompklns had despatched, The mes- 
fenger was a Mexican, a Carranxa 
f>etty officer. 
After the Parral fight 


the authorities claimed they bad dis- 
covered that this messenger had been 
captured aad killed by Vllllstas on 
his way to Parral. The. conference 
in the city with the president* and 
with the 
Carransa general 
com- 


manding in Parral, General Lotano 
was pleastnt. Promisee Were made 
to sell the Americans food and to 
show them a good camping site. Im- 
mediately the Americana started out 
of the city accompanied by Herrera 
acd Losano who were riding 
with 


ilajor Tompklns. 


When the Americans were out of 


the town the pack train at 
their 


rear. Major Tompklns heard firing 
Looking back he saw that some one 
in t|he town was shooting at the pack 
train. He had heard shouts of "Viva 
Villa" aad 
"Viva 
Mexico" 
and 


curses against "Oringoes " 


Major Tompkins turned 
to 
the 


Carranza leaders and asked them 
what they knew about firing on his 
j>ack train. General Lotano and the 
presldente hurried back toward the 
town to stop the shooting. 


The Americans were in a column 


formed for defense when this firing 
began, a 
formation 
which 
Major 


Tompklns had ordered as he heard 
the shooting against his pack train 
which had been five or six hundred 
yards to the rear. 
Both of the sol- 


diers killed in the action were near 
Major Tompklne 


As the fire became general. Major 


Tompkins and the men of his com- 
mand could see some of their assail- 
ants. 
They wore the 
khaki uni- 


forms which are customary among 
the Carranza soldiers. Major Tomp- 
klns discovered one column of these 
uniformed men moving out to cut off 
the road to the east and 
to 
the 


north, where he would have to re- 
treat to escape from the pocket at 
the camp site. He shouted to theaa 
men to get awa> from 
the 
road 


When they did not heed his warn- 
ing the American commander wheel- 
ed on his horae and ordered hla men 
to replj to the fire 


Sergoant Jay Rldgely of troop M , 


Thirteenth cavalry, 
was the 
first 


American to fall, as he rode, firing 
roar Major Tompklns 
The 
ser- 


geant's body lay all day where It fell 
fn the road, as his comrades were 
too hard pressed to pick it up 
A 


bullet struck Major Tompklns In the 
left breast 
The wound was slight 


according to military standards, and 
the major continued fighting all af 
ternoon and until 
yesterday, when 


reinforcements under one of his su- 
perior officers nrrhod to relle\e him 


Lieutenant J R Orrt, of the Sixth 


Infantry, who accompanied tho cav- 
alry expedition, was shot in the left 
ear, a slight wound. 


As the light began. Major Tomp- 


kins received word from the Car- 
ranza general that the civilians wore 
doing the shooting, that his troops 
wore unable to control them,

Thus there were In Natal in 1910 
aver 60, UOO "free" Indians, while in 
Mauritius 70 per cent of the total 
population is Indian born or of In- 
dian descent.

Many a doughty Spaniard fell .be- 


neath the great two-handed wooden 
swords., with seriated teeth of vol- 
canic glass, in the hands of Monte- 
zuma's warriors. It is to be inferred 
that the earlier civilization would act 
on this suggestion from nature and 
endeavor to make glass by the fusion 
of certain rocks and Bands. Its man- 
ufacture was common la 
ancient 


times. 


Chemically, any vitreous compound 


is called glass. Commercially, glass 
is a fused mixture of two or more 
Silicates and is often named from 
the predominant base, as "soda 
glass," potash glass," " lime glass" 
and "lead glass." It 
is 
usually 


transparent, or at least translucent, 
and is 'brittle at ordinary tempera- 
tures. 


Sand is now generally used for ob- 


taining the silicates which form the 
base of glass. The sand for the finen 
qualities of glass is quarried. 
The 


principal deposits of sand for glass 
making in the United States are In 
Massachusetts, Illinois, Ohio. New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Indiana, Missouri and New Yo 
Good sand, however, is available in 
almost every part of the country. 


There are innumerable kinds of 


glass. Some are named for their 
uses, as bottle jdass, mirror glass, 
optical glass, window glass. Others 
according to the process of manu- 
facture, as 'blown glass, pressed glass, 
cast glass, cut glass, ground glass 
Others ate named according to tbe 
localities from which they are 
ob- 


tained, as Biar, Bohemkan. Murano. 
•Venetian or V.ettice and Saint Gobala 
glass.

ing all glasses are, sodium, potas- 
sium, calcium and lead. A host o' 
other ingredients are used in mak- 
ing glass, for coloring, etc., 6ut these 
vary greatly with the many different 
glass companies and no definite In- 
formation can be given as to their 
use. 
- 
Probably the largest use for glass 


in the electrical trade is in connec- 
tion with the lighting fixture busi- 
ness. For tins class of trade tho 
glass that is most ,used is a milky 
•white opaque glass called bone, milk 
opal, alabaster, or rice stone glass. 
Colored or stained glass, and glass 
that is green on one side and white 
on the other, are often 
used for 


lighting fixtures. Colored glass is 
principally used for domes, cut glass 
tor showers and chandeliers, aond the 
vhite and green glass principally for 
half shades and parabola reflectors 
Mirror glass, too, is used to a large 
extent for reflectors. 


While it is impossible to state de- 


finitely the'khid of glass that is used 
for each electrical device th-at con- 
tains «lass in its make-up, the fol- 
lowing list of devices will serve to 
give an adequate idea of where and 
for what" glass is used by manufac-
